The Tribune’s Washington special of the 
28th says, rumor is current that the adminis- 
tration has decided to drop the San Domingo | 
business for the sake of harmonizing the Re- 
publican party. To afford a reason for this | 
change of policy, the report of the commis: | 
sioners will conclude with a_ recom- 
mendation that nothing further be 
done toward annexation at present, on ac- 
count of civil war existing in a large portion 
of the Island. 

This report can be traced to no trustworthy | 
source, and has probably been oceasioned by | 
the statement of Senator Morton in his, 
speech, that if the report is adverse to annex- 
ation, he would be in favor of abandoning | 
the project. This declaration was sought to | 
have some important significance, in view 
of the fact that correspondents with the

We have received among our exchanges a 


taxed 40 per cent. | 

He makes his crop and sends it to market 

on rails, taxed $3,000 a mile; in cars, taxed 50 
per cent; drawn by engines, taxed 45 per 
cent. : 
This all absorbs his funds. He pays all 
these taxes as he buys these articles. He is 
the consumer, and the consumer foots all | 
these heavy taxes—taxes paid every day of 
the farmer’s life, on every tool used, and on 
every thing eat, drank and worn, 

When he understands it, he gets sick, think- 
ing of how Radical taxation robs him for the 
benefit of a few rich monopolisis. He takes 
to his bed, made of wood, taxed 20 per cent, 
draws over him a sheet taxed 55 per cent, 
and a blanket taxed 240 per cent.

Sumner’s Speech. 
We have read Sumner’s ten column speech 
onthe San Domingo matter, and it isa strong 
one, It riddlesthe policy of the President. 
It seems to have drawn together one of the 
largest audiences ever assembled in the Sen- 
ate Chamber. The pressure was so great that 


the ladies were admitted to the Senate lob-| 


bies. The sympathy of the immense mass 
of hearers was with the Great Caned. The 
Vice President had to repress the applause. 
And the power of the huge speech has been 
testified to in the unusual fact of its expen- 
sive transmission over the country entire by 
telegraph. 

The points made by Sumner, are ably sus- 
tained by copious quotations from high au- 
thorities of international law, while state- 
ments of facts are supported conclusively by 
official documents. 

Mr. Sumner shows that Grant ordered our 
navy to San Domingo and maintained Baez, 
the President of that republic, in his revolt 
from the government of Hayti—San Domin- 
go and Hayti being at war. Sumner claims 
that Baez is a usurper, and that Grant's navy 
was a standing menace to Hayti, in favor of 
Baez, in violation of international law. He 
quotes the instruction to Rear Admiral Poor 
to threaten Hayti with war, ff it made any 
interference with San Domingo. Baez wished 
to sell San Domingo to the United States, and
